And while he rules he fills all creatures 
with ſorrow and {layery , and to in the end of his 
appointed time he js proved a Devill, and not the 
true God , the deſtroyer and murderer, and not 
the Saviour. The curſe ard not the bleſſino of the 
Creation, thepower of darknefſe, and not the pow- 
er of Light, 

This is the darkneſſe , that hath covered the 
Earth, and the curle that deſtroyes all things, this 
15 he that calls hght darknefle, and darknefle light, 
good evill, and cyill good , and while this power 
rules in mankirde. mankinde is in priſon and bon- 
dage within himlelfe, and fees no Light. 

And under this power of Imagination-the whole 
government of the world amongſt the fonnes of 
men is built; all Nations are under this Kingdome 
of darkneſle; the frame of this woridly govern- 
ment, is the Devills proper Kingdome ; And the 
power of the {word hohting ar.d killing , cannot 
throw downe his King om? , but et it up in more 
power ; Bat that power that mult deſtroy the dark 
Kingdome , is a power contrary to him ; And 
that is.

Though there was a parley beioie, berveen fleſh 
and ſpirit ; the man ard his righteeus God ; In the 
coole of the day , while the living Earth faw him- 
ſelfe a little naked , and 17s under a little terce of 
trouble, and feare, yer the Sc: pee {Inv 911290 w on) is 
not conquered by a {1:9} it parley ; but by a rovger 
contelt , for after this parley within himicile , man 
is caſt our of himlelfe, that 1s, out of the.grrden, to 
lecke content in outward objects ; as in riches friends, 
wife, children , and the like ; ard then the barell 
grows hot againe. _ 

For if our true peace and reſt, lic in objects and in 
a Law without , as Inngination would have it , 
then the Spirit is got within the Creation , bur with- 
out; And if fo, then there may be places found,

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where , and fo, the words of Jeſus Chriſt were hot 
true , when he aid , the Kingdome of Heaven is 
within you ; and the word is nigh you, even in your 
month and in your heart ; and as the Apoltle faid, 
God the Father u above all, and throngh all, 
and in you all, Eph.

But the Spirit is within for the Creation is his 


clothing ; God was in Chrilt, reconciling the world 
( or falne Earth to himilelfe , he was not without 
him in objeRts , offering peace ; but he was within, 
drawing him from the deceitfulneſſe of objects that 
fades away , to looke tor relt and peace only within, 
therefore it is faid, Chriſt is our reſt, that is , the A- 
nointing within. is our reft,wvho teacherh us all things, 
and !c:ds us into all truth. 

And by this Relation ; you ſee here is the living 
ſoule, mankind ; then here's the fall of mankinde; 
Then here is the riting or reſtoring of Mankinde. 

And that which hath by Imagination, or «das 
Miniſtry. been held forth to us , to be without us, 
as Adam , the Serpent ,-the Garden , the Tree of 
Knowledge, of Good and evill ; and the Tree of 
Life; and the fall of Man, and promiſe of redempti- 
on, all to be without ; yet all theſe are within the 
heart of man clearly. 

And whether there was any ſuch outward things 
orno, it matters not much, if thou ſeeſt all within, 
this will be thy lite. 


Therefore in this which followes, I ſhall write of

{elfe againe, and t1enyoy relt, and peace. and 
Life within , which is the refurretion of Chriſt , 
then woe,woe woe, to the imaginary power that rules 
the world , he ſhall be ſhaken with terror, and fall, 
and burſt atunder, fcr this is /rdas and the Pharilces 
that have killed Chritt all along. 

But now Chiift, or the Anoynting. is , ariſing up 
in lonnes and daughters, they mult dye : Theretore, 
whatloever government is ſet up by Imaginaticn, 
ſhall be throwne downe ; For every plant, which 
my heavenly Father hath not planted , ſhall be 
rooted out. 

Surely then there is a foure-fold power , much 
Kdolized , and doted upon by coyetous fleſh, which 
mult be ſhaken to picces ; And woe, woe, woe, to 
the Inhabitants of the Earth, to thole that live in, or 
are the upholders of thole powers. 

The fult is the Imaginary, tcaching power, called 

C 3 hear-lays 
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kear-!l1y , booke, ſtudying , Vniverſity , Divinity, 
which indeed. is Jndas Miniſtry, for this crics hayle 
Alaſter, to the Spirit, and ſeemes to kifle him in 
Love, in outward ſhew, by preaching of him, and 
by long, prayers to him ; Bur betrayes him into the 
hand ofthe telfiſh power. 

This power or miniſtrie, muſt deſtroy himſelfe, as 
Indas 4d ; and tohe doth, for the diviſions with 
inthe publick Miniſtry makes him burlt aſunder . 
and all his inward bowells, of Covetouſneſle, Pride, 
(c!te-lecking, evill turmifings » gruding. hypocrite, 
teckirg to pleate men more then the righteous pows- 
er. and all their clote envy z is diſcovered. 

Then tecondly , The Im2g.mry Kirgly power, 
who by the power of the ford, and tneceiſive con- 
onells !;. 15: rp or.e yart of Mankinde, to 1wle 
evra") ot; prexnding © keep the Creation in 
pe Ion ver proves a telte-upholder ; By murder 
anu if wo dt og others under too * this pow= 
er tres ere. honour . Fineſſe of the Earth to 
t ;aelte by he tword , and rules over the labours 
2nd bodics of others at his will and preroga- 
tive, 
Thus power m'{t he ſhaken to pieces, 

Theretore vou Kings and Monarchs , and State 
ries , that vphol:is kirgly Authority in your 
hands come in, and Kifle the Sonne betimes ; it is 
no: long, before he will moreglociouſly appeare, to 
ſhake terribly the Nations, not Exgland only, but 
ail Nations . for the dominion of Chniſt is to reach 
tom Eattio Welt , from North to South ; and of 

us$ 
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his Kingdome there ſhall benoend. 

Thirdly, the imaginary Judicature , called the 
Law of Jultice ; which indeed is but the dechra- 
tive will of Conquerours, how they will have their 
Subjc3ts be ruled ; And this —— to keep all in 


| peace, and yet itis the very ſupport of Envie. hard-« 


neſle of heart , and unrighteous covctoutneſle ; 
Therefore woe to you Lawyers, that bindces heayie 


* burdens upon mens ſhoulders, which you your ſelycs 


will not touch with the leaſt of your fingers. 

Fourthly, buying and felling of che Earth,. with 
the fruits of the Earth ; This is an Imaginary Art, 
to tetch in content from without , and breeds dit- 
content , and diyides the creation , and makes man- 
kinde, toimpriſon , enſlave, and deſtroy one ano» 
ther. 

Theſe foure imaginary ſe:fiſh powers, are to he 
ſhaken to pieces at the rcſurreftion of Chriſt ; For 
thelc arc they , that all the time, tim*3, and dividing 
of time of the B-alts Raignz ; put Chriſt ro death ; 
And theſe are they which Chrilt will deftroy, by the 
brightneſſe of his comming , and by the word of his 
mouth. 

Therefore woe, woe, wor, to the Inhabitants of 
the Earth whole delight, peace, and life lics in, and 
upon objects without them; ard are [ſtrangers to the 
{pirit within them. 

Theſe toure powers arc the foure Beaſts , which 
Daniel ſaw rile up out of the Sea. Dan 7. 3+ cs 
And this Sea is the bulke and body of mankinde, 
Which is that Sea, and waters, upon which the Spi- 
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xit of God is *faid ſometimes to move ; for out of | 
Mankinde ariſcs all that darknefſe and Tyranny that 
oppreſſes it ſeife ; And though thele Beaſts appeare 
divers , cne from another , yet they are all one in 
their power ; for Imaginary-ſelfe ruling in mans 
heart , 15 the Father that created and Þred them 


al. 

The firſt Beaſt which Daniel/law riſe up out of 
the deceived heart of mankinde , was like a Lion ; 
and had Eagles wings : And this is Kingly power, 
which takes the Sword , and makes way to 
over others thereby , dividing ;the Creation, one 
part from another ; ſetting up the Conqueror to 
rule, making the conquered a ſlave ; grving the 
Earth to ſome , denying the Earth to others; And 
his Eagles wings ws as. his {wiftneſſe, to ride on 
horſe b:ck , or march on foot quick, from place to 
place, conquering and to conquer. 

The Im-ginary {cltſhnefl*, created this power, to 
burden and opprefle the Creation, which was the 
worke of the riohtcous Spirit, 

Ye: D.wmiell faw this Beaft lifted up from the 
Earth, and made to ſtand upon the fect like a man, 
ard a m2ns heart was given to it, that is, This 
Power ſhould be the Image of true Magiſtracie, 
ard while the Beaftly power of {elfe-Loye rules in the 
hearts of mankinde ; this Kingly power ſhould be 
the preſeryer of the mecke in ſpirit , and fo help the 
woman. 

And when the time comes for Chriſt to reigne, this 
Beaſt ſhall deliver up his Crowne, Scepter, Autho* 
ny s 
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tity, and government unto Chriſt, and lay all downe 
at his feet, Rev. 4. 9. Fc. 

The fecond Beat was like a Beare ; And this is 
the power of the {elfiſh Lawes, which is full of co+ 
vetouſneſſe, and of a Beare-like tearing and deyour- 
ing nature , and he had three ribs in the mouth, which 
are theſe, 

Firlt, the power of Priſons, whereby he kills and 
deyoures. 

Secondly, the er of whiping , baniſhment, 
and confilcation of goods, whereby he kills. 

* Thirdly , the power of hangino , prefling, bur- 
ning, martering ; whereby he kills, and deyoures 
much fleſh , tor take theſe three ribs out of the 
mouth of the Law, or Innes of Court trade, and 
that Beaſt hath no power, bur dies.

N the body cf mankinde, and indeed, in very 
ingle body , thcre are three particulars necefa- 
rytobe knowne , without which a» man can 
know himfelte, let him ſay what he will. : 
The firſt is the Creature, or the lving Sovl2, 
which 
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which before the curſe defil-s it, is very good, 
and this was the Image of God , (or of the righ- 
teous ſpirit) in fl:(b, or firſt Aim, And this | 
living ſonle is the heaycn, 10 which the tatt«ll is 
fought between the curſe and ih blefling : Aficas 
ell 2nd the Dragon ; And this living ſoule is the 
wax fi'ted to receive, either the impreſſion of the 
curſe, and ſo prove diſobedi-nt to righteouſneſſ;, 
or the impreſſion of the blefling, and fo prove 
obuitent to rightcouſneſſe. | 
Seco: dly, there is the myſterie of iniquitie, or 
the power of deceit , and this is the Ged of the 
world, or Prince of darkn:fle ; that deceives the 
liv nz 'oule fit , and takes poficſſion, and this 
in one man is the Image, or rather nzture of that 
one power of darkneſſe, or Devi!!, that is ſpread 
abroad through the Creation , ro cover over, or | 
keep Cownethe blcfling , or Szed of Life from | 
riſing, | 
Thlrdly, the Life of God, or of the righteous | 
ſpiri: rifing up in the liviog ſoule, and calting the | 
curſe or power of darkneſſe out , and bringing 
Mankinde to peace ; and this is the ſecond A4- 
dam, or the Lord from Heaven, ( 
Now this living foul: Mankinde isa Beaſt, and 
the King of Bealts ; for the life of the five Sences | 
onely is the life of the Beaſt ; And this Bealt in | 
every ©1C, a5 well as 1n the whole, is to raigns | 
for a time, tics, and dividing of time , before | 
mankindecar b- united to the life of the righte- | 
ous God, and made one with that one ſpirit of 
| untvcr/all 
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uniyerſall Love. As Jeſus Chriſt prayd, Father, 
I pray that they may be one in us, as thou oh Fa 
ther art one iv me, andI in thee, they were not 
united yet. 

Thc Image of God in {i:ſh dyed, and was put 
out by darknefſe ; But the Seed, or ſpirit of true 
lite riſieg vp from under that darknefſz, dics no 
more, but lives tor ever; This ſpirit is the tree 
of Life, 

Therefore, you thar fay you know but one 
power, be not deceived ; for it this one power of 
tighteouſneſſe, which 1s che tree of Life rule 1a 
you , then ycu zre new crextures indeed, you are 
one with the Father and the Sonne 3; And thn 
you (hall know death co mcre : that 1s, you ſhall 
not live ln oppoſition to the ſpirit of righteout- 
nefſe no more, neither 19 thought, word, nor 
deed; And then all forrow and teares (hall fliz 
away likewiſe , Md you ſhall be at relt, which is 
the day of the lord , or the Light or day time of 
Mankinde, Darknefic is now ſwallowed up and 


one. 
, But if ſclfiſh aRions , and (clfih Principles 
live in their (trenath in you (till ; if Imagivation 
be Ruler, truly then, that onz power is but the 
power of darknefle, to whom you are 1n bondage, 
and you are not yet palt the combate, the Dr:gon 
1s not yet calt ou:, and you mult know 2 fuller re- 
ſurreRion , before y 0.1 can fit downe in peace. 
Some of you have git ſpeech; That thoſe 
that fec two powers within themſelves, of dark- 
neſſe 
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:i.fſe and Light , Love and Eovy, ſorrow and 
comfort Rriving together , ſees with two eyes:

Sm clo this is well, if you become all of you 
that (p-:- theſe words , to ear of that Tree of 
Lic; for my part Ile not condemne you, I can 
«jo, ce to (ce tne RefurreRion of Chrilt in any, 
but 1 mult watch ſome of you, to ſee if your 
con veoiitions be ſo univertally fill:d with Love, 
as (h:!l make the Carke world ſtartle ; and then 
I ca:; ſay of a truth, Chiilt is rifen indeed 1n you, 

It your owneeyr be darke,that is, it darkneſſ: 
role your whole body ; then all the ations of 
your body toward* others are in darknefle , and 
builders up of {elfiſhnetle, which 1s the one pow 
er you yet live in. 

But if your eye be truly ſingle, and full of 
Light, then the Light power wholly rules in you, 
and the aRions of yur out ward man Will be full 
of i.ight, and Life, and Love, towards every fin- 
cle branch of the whole Creatien.

Ti) firſt particular is the living Soule, or that 


eſtato of Ci:ople plaine heartedneſſe , which hath 
the Lifc of the five $znces only only, and by _ 
: Lite 
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Life preſerves that ſingle body , or propii-- 
tics. 

Bnt the Life of the Spirit, in ſound reaſon lives 
not yet in the Sences; for pure Reaſon lives llke 
acorne or wheate, under theclods of Earth, oc 
Beaſt, and is not yet riſen up to rule as King. 

This plaine hearted (tate is ſet in the midl(t of 
many objeR&s, tempting him like the Serpent;and 
itis open FÞ mary crofles, and teares , hike the 
tender grafſe, that 15 ſoone bruiſed by the tout of 
the oxe ; it hath not the true reſt of Chriſt in it, 
though there be much rclt aad peace 1n it; for it 
is changeable, 

This is ſucha ſtate. that though therc b2 ſelfe. 
Love, yet there is no hatred towards others in it, 
but 2 quiet content to let others live too. Asa 
childe, though he love himf(clte ( the propriety of 
a Beaſt ſo to doe ) yet he envics not others ; for 
Envie, Pride , Tovetou(nefle , Hypocrife , raſh 
murdering, anger, hath not yet defiled the Earth. 
The man 1s plaine, honelt hearted, cven Innocent 
Aam, 

Like Nathayark in whom there was no guile, 
and yet Nathaa'll knew not Chritt,that An»yn - 
vg ſpirit as yet rule not as King in him ; tor he 
was open to temptation , and change, and many 
teares, 

Like Pet-y , a man of the ſame plaine hearted 
temper, full of Love to Ghriſt and others ; yet 
felfiſh , he was without gnile, and was loving, 
without knowledge , therefore open to tempta- 
tion, and cha'125, and teares, Now,

Now, though Chrift Commended Nathanaet; } 
and prayed for Peter, that his faith or ſtrength 
might not fayle him, yet they were both (ran. 
gers to the Spirit, which was given them after. 
Wards. 

And as Chriſt told his Diſciples, I have cho. 
ſen you twelve, and one of you is a Dc vill ; that 
is, elcven of you are plaine, honelt, ſimple hearts, 
in whom there is no guile 3 you have Gincerely in | 
loveto me, forſaken all your lriends , and riches | 
to follow me : fo that Covctouſnel: doth not 
reigne, Imagination doth not fright you, with 
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What hall we cate , and what ſhall we drinke, 
and wherewith ſhall be cloathed hereafter? As | 
they they themtel ves ſaid , Miſter , we tave fore |

So that here is no ſubtlety , but downe right | * 
fimplicity without guile, and theſe are like wax; | © 
prepared for any ſtamp. 
But now fudaz thetwelfth man was a Devill, |. t 
he was defiled and falne by temptation , that is, | * 
he was one that followed Chriſt tor f(elfe ends; | 3 
not ſimply , like moſt preachers, and covetous, | < 
bittcr hearted Profefiors , that will covenant be- | 
fore hand , what they mult have before they fol- |

full. This is [=de , 2 Devill, the power of co- 
vetouſneſſe, the curle that hath defiled mankind, } *

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defile all. Bur Chrilt who is the blefling appeares to 
deſtroy this curle. 

And when plaine hcarted Peter told Chriſt,

os | thou know'lt not the xwiles of the tempter ; thou wilt

in | doe not yet live in thee ; Thou art a downe right 
| living Soule, a plaine innocent harmeleſſe man ; bur 
of | thou art not yet Anoynted , nor cannot be, till I be 
th | gone from you ; And then lle {end you the comfort-

er, that ſhall lead you intoall truth, and abide with 
you for cyer. 
Therefore, when I am taken' from you , {tay you 
e | quiet at /ersſalem, till you receive power from 
| cn high , which is the Fathers promiſe to you, and 
that power ruling in you, ſhall keep you trom being 
x, | overcome by tempration. 
Aud you lee Peters ftrength proved weakneſle, 
1 though there was ſimple hcarced innocencie in Pe- 
s, | ter's love to Chrilt's body ; yet his love was change- 
z | abl-; tor when the tryall came, Peter denyed 
, | Chiſt. | 
- | And this plaine heartedneſle is the firſt time of the 
Beaſt, or felte, which is full of peace, while a man 
'Sinit; bur it isa ſtate like wax , flexible and eafic 
totake any impreſſion, 
s Therefore the two powers of Light and Dark- 
| | refle, Chiilt and the Devill . ſtrives who ſhall rule 
y } uthis living ſoule firſt ; And thele tiyyo powers are 
' : Tacob 
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Tacob and Eſa, fleſh and fpirit , fruglthg within 
the wombe of the living, Earth, who ſhall rule firſt, 
And darkreffe hiſt preyailes, and rules within , en- 
ſlaves . and cautes torrow, and through his deceit, 
draywes the man to lecke content in objefts with- 
out. Bat then followes Chritt the reſtoring power, 
and delivers the hving foule againe from that bon- 
dice, and fets him downe in tnmtelte, which is the 
reſt and ſtrength of Love unchangeable , who doth 
caſt out all fcare. 

Now white the darke power rules ; the man is as 
Inda, a Devill, a betrayer of Chriſt , theretore 
when Thrift beoins to redceme ; he kills that dark- 
neſſe, and brings mankinde back , to that plaine 
heartcd eſtare of fimplicitic , in which the Devill 
found the man when he deceived him ; and makes 
him meeke, humble, flexible. loving. plaine hearted, 
without guile . tree from Envie, like the ate of a 
little child ; Except a man be borne againe, and 
become as a little child, he cannot enter into hea- 
ven ; that is, into peace; The power of the Devill 
muſt firft be caft out, bctore Chriſt will appeare to 
fit downe in reſt. 

This plaine hearted eftare is that which Pax! 
ipake of ; A man mult firſt become a foole, that he 
he may be wiſe ; that is, voide of guile, or hypocri- 
ticall deceit, which the power of darknefle is tull of ; 
and theſe arc the tooliſh things of the world, where- 
by God will deſtroy the imaginary wile. 

This plaine hearredneſfe without envie or guile, is 
the Virgine-{tare of Mankinde ; And this Virgine 
> '* 
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is ſhe that muſt beare a ſonne , and call his name 
Emannell, God with us. 

This chaſte Virgine-ftate , chat hath no outward 
Lover, and that is not dehiled' , but cleanſed from _. 
deformity , is this Virgine chaſte ſtate, in whom the 
Sonne of riohteoulneſle will arite, ; and take the man 
into union with himlelfe ; he rules as King , and 
Mankinde , the living foule is treely ſubject with de- 
he. 
vo that this Innocencie, or plaing heartednefle in 
man, was not an eſtzte 6000, yeare agoe onely ; 
Bur every branch of mankinde paſſes through it, &c« 
firlt is defiled by imaginary covetoulneſſe, and there- 
byis made a Devill ; and then he is delivered from 
that darknefſe, by Chrilt the reſtorer , and by him 
made one with the Father and the Son. 

In one word, then , the innocencie of mankinde, 
which is the Image of God , is plaine heartedneſle 
without guile , quier, patient, chaſt, loving, without 
envy : yet through weakneſle is flexible , and open 
to temptation and change ; This is the living foule, 
which God breathed the breath of life into; This 
s the Garden of Eden. it is the {pirits houle or man- 
hon, and in the body of Mankinde the ſpirit hath 
many manſions or dwelling places ; this is the field 
or heayen , wherein Alichael! and the Dragon 
hghts the great bartcll of God Almighty. 


| Many men live in their innocencie longer then O® 
thers . {ome are tempted ſooner then others, but all 
mult be tempred, and tried by the eyill one ; that fo 
way my be made for _— to ſhey his power ; for

Bu now God, or the righteous 1p'rit is u ncharge- Vi 
able ; for he 1s Wildome, Juftice , Love, Patierce,| in 
Sinccrity, Chaſtity, Joy, and Peake i: ſelf, nor can-ſ p, 
not be overcome. by any temptation. 

And this is the myſterie and wifdome of God, to[ jn 
let that innocent natizre of man fall, and be defiled| 
by his owne inyentioz ; that to, he may ceclare bis 
power, 
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power, in redeeming him from that defilement , and 
n taking him up into unity of the God-head, to re- 
maine in that Fauntaine of Liteard relt, and never 
to be deceived 2gaine ; and this is a redemption in- 
deed ; not only to deliver trom bondage, bur like- 


| wiſz rodeſtroy wie rempt?r ; that he ſhall never ap- 


peare to dai man into bondage againe ; this is the 
worke of r'1e Lamb, and the wylterie of God. This 
worke is that which makes us to have tellowſhi 
with the Father, and his Sonne Jetus Chriſt ; This 
worke puts thoſe ſo g3 of prayle and hakaluyahs in- 
to our mouths and licarts, to him that fits upon the 
throne, and to the Lamb tor evermore. 

This SU, 1 (} lt ite of markinde, Or the living 
foulc in his innocenae, and you need not looke back 
ſix thouſand yeares to finde it ; for every fing'e man 
and womin paſſes through it; and when the re- 
ftorer rilc's up , icy (hail be able to lay, this is 
truth. 

The ſecond oft we of mankinde, is rhe rim of the 
curle , white he reg e3, which 15 the power of dark- 
nefle, or Dragon, that deceives the plaine hearted, 
ſmmple man ; making him to covet atter content in 
objeAts wWithour bim , and to looke for a God with- 
out, and to fills lim with anger , envie, hypocriſ:e, 
vexation, griefe ; and brings him into bondage with- 
n himlelte. Now this curle reignes in thele three 
particulats. 

In the luſt of the Eye; In the luft of che Flefh, and 
in pride ot Lite. 
covcroulneſic, after any ob- 
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jest the man ſees thinking within himſelfe, that if he 
can obtaine ſuch and ſuch objeRts , he ſhall be at 
reſt and filled with delight ; And this is an unfatis-- 
hed roving Luſt, and is a ſelfe-loyer, hurting o- 
thers ; for this Luſt of the eye, would draw all to 
it lelte; and leave all others naked ; and when he 
cannot eryoy thole objects ; Then Envie and anger 
ariſes. yexes , frets and totments the man mightily, 
But if he obtains, he rejoyces ; but his joy is the joy 
of envie , which doth periſh againe, and ends in 
Vexation. 

The ſecond is the Luſt of the fleſh ; And this is 
an exceſſive , or immoderate degree of covetoul- 
neſſe, which doth waſte and contume the objects 
that his eye lulted after , not to prelerve mankinde, 
or his bedy, but to fatishe excethve Beaſt'y deſire; 
he cates and drinks exceſſively ; cloathes himlelte 
vaine oloriouſly , or runnes into te immodcrate 
ule of women ; And fothole objefts which are for 
the preſervation and dehz2ht of Mankinde , he im- 
moderately uſes, and by his exceſle , deftroyes him- 
{elfe and them too. 

The third is the pride of Life . and this is the 
very keight of covetouineſſe , called vaine glory, of 
ſecret pride of heart , lifting up himſelte above c- 
thers , making, others bow to him ; looking upon 
himlcite as a God above others, who indced att 
kis cqualls, vexirg and fretting, and ready to kill 
them if any refuſe rogive him that honour he would 
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have. Hamons proud heart is mightily troubled, if | 


Afordecay will nct boy , This is the pride of Life. | ! 
As | | 
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As Nebuchadxezar tad, is not this great Babel/ 
which I haye built for the glory of my Majelty ? to 
lifting up himlelfe above cthers ; this is the power of 
pride ; Bur now humility ſtayes , and lets others life 
him up. 

Looke through the whole body of darknefſe. and 
eyery branch of him may be applyed to one of theſe 
heads. 

And while theſe Luſts rule ; the whole body of 
darkneſſe re'gnes as Kiug in the man; As Envy, 
Pride, Coveroutnefle, evill furnifings , hypocritie, 
uncleanc hilt of the Aeſh, Glurtony, Drunkennefſle , 
And the man hath lolt lus Innocencie .and is become 
a Devill ; heis a pritoner to his luſts, and is in bon- 
dage within himlelte ; he enjoys nothing with tweet 
content. 

For let him have what he would have, ſtill he is 
unſatisfied . and diſcontent dwells in his heart upon 
every crofle ; hc lives without God in the. world, 
and feeds upon Iusks like the fwyne : that is, his 
delight reaches to outward things only ; to riches , 
honours, pleatures, and women, thcy arc the husks 
he feeds on , which dies and rots ; take theie away, 
and he hath loſt his Kingdome ; And in this deceived 
eltate, mankinde is a compleat Devill, and is become 
a very decree of himlclte and others , as experience 
makes it appeare. 

The third eſtate of Mankinde, is the - of Chriſt,

[- is the reſtoring power, delivering mankinde irom this 


As bondage of Lult, and lubduing this power of dark-

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CHAP. VL 


What the Curſe is , that doth d:fiie the 
Man, 


Very branch of Mankinde, is under one of thete 

:hree eſtates , Fult, either in his hinocency ; or 
lecondly, under the power of the Curle ; or thirdly, 
under Grace ; or the power of the blething. Now, 
noman hath, or cn have true peace, till he be able 
to {ce this cleare diſtinction within himfclte ; he that 
fees nothing but one power , nor never flaw any 0- 
ther but one power in him , that man as yet is a ſlave

firſt the power of Magiſtracic , medling with mat- 
ters of Conſcience, in reſtraining or puniſhing, be- 
fore the univerſall Biſhop was railed ; this 1s the firlt 
rume. 

Then the time of uniyerſall Biſhop , till reformed 
Epiſcopacy came in , this 1s the tecond time ; Then 
the time of reformed Epilcopacie , tiii the variety of 
Independant and Presbyterian Churches . or State- 
Government came in ; is the third time,and thele two 
latter are called tes. 

And now England is under the dividing of time, 
and it is 2 fore-runner to the reſt of the Nations. and 
this is the Image of the Beaſt ; and this is the vari- 
ety of Churches, and differences in Re' gion , that 
is amonglt men ; every one pleading his priviledge, 
or elic it is called the dividing of time , in regard the 
Government of the Land 1s taken out of the hands 
of one man , and put intothe hands of many ; this 
3s the dividing of time, or the halte day of the Bcalt, 
in reſpect of outward GOVernment. 

Even fo there are time, times. and dividing of time 
within the heart of man. which 1s the occaſion of 
that outward diviſion of times. 

The firſt time is the ſite of fimple plaine heart- 
edneſſe, or Innecencie ; when the five Sences acts 
in their owne loht , which is the pure light of a 
Beaſt, but knowes not the power of the Seed, or of 
the creating ſpirit ; bur is a [tranger to the {pirit, ard 
yet this ſtate 1s the Image of the ſpirit ; for this is 
wile, and loying. ani jult, ; but not Wildome.

Thea there followes a time of trouble of minde, 
ariſing for that pleaſure of lelte-ſecking delight , and 
this is called trouble for miſpent time , whereby he 
meets with many rubs in his good name, in his health 
of body , and in his outward livelihood amongſt 
fellow-creatures , and now he begins to rebate of his 
wildnefle and follow ; and the Bealt or lenfitive 
power begins to be a little tamer , and more mode- 
rate ; yet Coveroulneſle (chat Beaſt) reignes (till, and 
that with more force within, yet this is a cooler time 
of the day then the former was , for he begins to 
conſider what he doth ; yet here is noreſt, and this 
1s the third time, and to theſe two latter degrees 
makes times ; this is the ſecond ltep of his fall.

Arq thus thote three particulars in naankinde is 
conſidered ; firſt, the pure creation of the Living 
foule ; rlic fngle hie of the five Sences, which is cal- 
led the Earth.

Secondly , the curle that hath taken mankinde, 
or this livirg Earth prifoner ; and this is the power 
of darkneflc , called firne or bondage , and this is 
called likewile fleſh, or carnall man ; 1f you by the 
Spirit mortifie the deeds of the fleſh you (hall 
live. 

Now the created fleſh is not to be mortified, or 
killed by us, bur prelerved ; therefore the curle

Thirdly, the blefling + who is the lecd of Lite, or 
Chriſt , the righteous and rationall {pirit; arifing 
upto rule , and treading unreaſonablenefle under his 
feet, this is the reltorer, or Savionr of the captived, 
or the impriſoned Earth , which tets mankinde tree 
trom bondage within himlclte. 

And when this power rilcth up to ule , he doth

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the union and communion of Loye by him is efta« 
bliſhed, in, and among the Creation, 

And thus you ſee there are time, times , and di- 
viding of time within the heart ; and though you 
be come to the dividing of time, yer you are not 
corne to the Mount of God, to true reſt, till dividing 
of time run his courle likewile. 

Bur yer here is great comfort to burdened foules, 
that lies groning under the darknefle of this divide- 


ing of time within them, and that are mightily op+ | 


prelt by men that rules in darkneſſe, and oppreſſion 
over them ; Toyou I fay reoyce, your Redeemer 
is come, he rides upon the clouds , and he will 
ſpeedily appeare for your deliverance , as he hath 
done for ſome of your brethren already , who are 
witneſſes , that he is riſing and ſpreading himlelfe in 
the Earth, caſting out death, hell, and bondage, and 
eſtabliſhing life, peace, and liberty in mankinde, ard 
in the whole creation.

I riches, and honours of the world, bur preferred the 
Kingdome within him before that without him.

Dragon was caſt out, and the Godhead did diyell 
bodily in him, inthe fulneſſe of righteoutneſle and 
peace. 

Now I defire any man to ſhew by expericrice, 
any other Devill, or darke power, then thele two, 
that is, The objeits without , and the powers of 
the curſe within , joyning in conſent together, to 
enſlave the Earth, or the living Soule , which is 
the irnocencie of the five Sences. 

While thele txwo joyne together, and meet in con- 
ſent, Mankinde enters into torrow, and hath truc 
teſt, 

But when the power of Luſt is killed within , A

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the bleſſing , or the ſeed rifing up, then outward 


objeQts troubles not , nor en{laves the man. For 
then a man is content with his preſent condition , 
and ſecks for a Kingdoine within , which moth and 
ruſt cannot corrupt , nor theeves breake through 
and \teale ; If he have riches , he dotes not upon 
them , he knowes not how to uſe them , If he be 

re, he is quiet and content ; If he be ar liberty 
[is content, it in priſon he is content. 

So then kill Coyctouſneſle, or that imaginary 
darknefle within ; And the Devill is kill'd when the 
Tempter comes , he (hall finde nothing in you ; he 
that 1s free within , is moycd to cxcefſe, or unrati- 
onall action by no outward obje&t ; but he that is 
nor free within, is moyed by cycry object. 

And this is the Reaſon why many people are {o 
angry, and bitter , and flies upon their neighbours 
with reviling, and ——_—— or envious 
ations, becaule they are ſlaves to their fleſh ; they 
are in bondage within, they know nor liberty ; Ir is 
the night time with them , the ſonne of Love , righ- 
teouſneſle, and peace is not yer rilen up in them. 

Therefore they that are at liberty within , in 
whom rhe Secd is riſen ro rule, doe conquer all 
eremics by Love and patience, and make utc of 
any outward object with moderation , and knows 
no exceſle. | 

The powers of the curſe, he ſubduecs others by 
the murdering ford , and thereby cnflaves others 
to him ; as we ce the goyernment of all Nations 

is 
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15 this , andthe darke power in every mans hearts 
this ; which indeed is the Devills Kingdome that 
et rules. 


But now the bleſſing, he ſubdues his encmies by 


Love, and faves, and gives life and freedome to his 
cnemics ; he firlt brings mankinde back to pure cre- 
ation , and then riſes up, and rules King of riokte- 
ouſneſle within , and fo keeps the man , that the 
curſe never enflayes him againe , and fohe puts the 
man into a better condition then he was in be- 
tore. 

This Secd or Chriſt then is to be ſeen within , to 
fave you from the curle within , to free you from 
bondage within ; he is no Saviour that ftands at a 
eiftarce ; theretore your publick Minilters be- 
witches you , by telling you of a Sayiour at a di- 
fttance. 

The ermity which burdens you is within , Even 
the Law of your membe:s that wars againſt the 
[1:y of your minde ; to that the members are the 
creature; And that curle wars within them, and 
lotroubles and enflaves the members. 

Therefore your Saviour mult be a power withn 
you , todeliver you from that bondage within ; rhe 
outward Chriſt ; or the outward God, arc hut mc: 
Saviours , ſuch as Aoſes , Joſhna, ard Judges 
vere, and fuch as Kings are , and thete Gods 
fometimes proves Devills. Surely ſuch Preachers as 
tell; you your God and Saviour is without , they 
know not the tpirit,they are {ervants to the curle,their 
King- 


id 
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Kirgdome is all withour, and therefore would have 
ou to leeke for a Kinodome without that lies in 
objetts ; for that Kingdome ot Chriſt within they 
know not. 

And here I ſhall end with this queſtion. What 
arc the greateſt ſinnes in the world ? I anſwer. 
Thele wo: Firſt tor a man to lock up the trealu- 
ries of the Earth in Chelts and houſes ; and ſuffer 
It to ruſt or moulder , while others ſtarve for wanc 
to whom it belongs, and it belongs to all ; This 
is the greateſt {inne againſt univertail Loye ; "this 18 
the deftroying finne , this is Achans ſinne ; - this is 
the action of Covetouineſle. 

The tecond finne 15 like to this, and is the "Rem 
in nature with the other ; And this is for any 
man, or men, firſt torake the Earth by the power 
of the murdering {word from others ; and then by 
the Lawecs of their owne makiog, doe hang, or pur 
to death any who takes the fruits of the Earth to 
ſupply his neceſſaries , from places or perſons, 
where therc is more then can be made ule of by that 
particular tamily, where it is hoorded up.
